No. 3 Punjab Light Field Battery was raised on 
the 18th May 1849, by Lieutenant D. MCNEIL, at 
Dera Ghazi Khan, and placed on a new footing by 
(G.0O.G. G., No. 577, dated 15th February 1851). 


This Battery was supposed to be originally one of the 
troops of Horse Artillery belonging to the Sikh Darbar 
before the second Punjab Campaign of 1848-49. 


The Battery marched from Dera Ghazi Khan to Asni 
in 1851 and remained there till the end of 1853. 


Lieutenant H. DE G. BRUCE was appointed Com- 
mandant by G.O.G. G., No. 3190, dated 14th October 
1851, vice Lieutenant MCNEIL placed at the disposal 
of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief. 


The Battery marched from Asni to Kohat at the 
beginning of 1854, and remained there till the end of 


1856. 


Lieutenant R. MEACHAM, A.-D.-C. to the 
Governor-General, was appointed to command No. 2 
Battery at Asni, vice Lieutenant STOKES deceased. 
and Lieutenant G. MAISTRE was appointed to 
officiate for Lieutenant MEACHAM during his 
employment on the Governor-General’s staff. 


Lieutenant H. DE G. BRUCE, Commanding, was 
granted leave from November 15th, 1855, to March Ist, 
1856, to visit the Presidency preparatory to applying 
for furlough to Europe. 


Lieutenant A. J. TROTTER was appointed to act 
as Commandant during the absence of Lieutenant H, 
DE G. BRUCE—(G. O. G. G., dated 30th October 1855),

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The first expedition on the Frontier in which the 
Battery took a part was in the Miranzai Valley under 
Brigadier-General N.B. CHAMBERLAIN in 1855. It 
marched from Kohat on the 4th April 1855; 6 guns 
went out and burnt the village of Torawari, a little 
beyond Hungu; 2 guns were left at Thal and 4 went 
onto Azam Khan-ki-Garhi;: also called Cabul Garhi 
from whence they returned to Kohat through the 
Hungu Valley. 


The second expedition in which the Battery took a 
part was again in the Miranzai Valley in 1856 under 
Brigadier-General CHAMBERLAIN. The force left 
Kohat on the 21st October, and, after surprising the 
village of Torawari and the camp of the Miami tribe, 
returned in December. 


Lieutenant G. MAISTRE, Officiating Commandant 
No. 2 Battery, was appointed Commandant No. 3 
Battery, vice BRUCE proceeded on furlough, but to 
continue with No. 2 till relieved—(G. O. G. G., No. 327, 


dated 26th February 1856). 


Lieutenant R. MEACHAM was ttransferred from 
No. 2 Battery to No. 3 Battery, and Lieutenant 
MAISTRE from the latter to the former—(G. O. G. G,, 
No. 547, dated 3rd April 1856). 


Lieutenant A. J. TROTTER, late Officiating 
Commandant of No. 3 Battery, was appointed to do 
duty with the latter. 


Lieutenant TROTTER granted leave to Cashmere 
from May 11th to October 15th, 1856. 


Lieutenant M. M. FITZGERALD appointed to do 
duty during the absence on leave of Lieutenant 
TROTTER. : 


Lieutenant T.E, HUGHES appointed to do duty 
vice Lieutenant TROTTER, deceased —(G. O. G. G., 
No. 1481 of 1856). 


The Battery marched from Kohat to Bannu at the 
beginning of 1857, and remained there till end of 1859. 


In March 1857, the Battery went with the force under 


Brigadier General CHAMBERLAIN to the Bozdar . 


country, the Battery being then commanded by Captain 
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The armament of the Battery at that time was four 
g-pr. guns, two 24-pr. Howitzers, one 3-pr. gun and 
one 12-pr. Howitzer. The Battery was then at 
Bannu, and marched from there through Dera Ismail 
Khan to Bozdar. The Battery took a prominent part 
in the action which took place at the forcing of the 
Khan Bund in the Bozdar hills on the 7th March 1857. 
Captain R. MEACHAM was mentioned in despatches, 
and the Brigadier brought to notice the excellent service 
rendered by the Officers and men employed with 
the Mountain guns whilst supporting Major COKE’S 
attack on the Drug Nai on the same day. 


Captain R. MEACHAM was granted leave to 
Bombay from February 2oth, 1858, to March 20th, 1858, 
preparatory to sick leave to England. 


Lieutenant T. E. HUGHES appointed Officiating 
Commandant during Captain MEACHAM’S absence, 


Punjab Gazette No. 259, dated March 16th, 1858. 


Captain R. MEACHAM returned from furlough 
on September 27th, 1859, and his services were placed 
at the disposal of the Lieutenant-Governor, N.-W. P., 
by Punjab Gazette No. 335 of October 28th, 1859. He 
made over command of the Battery to Captain T, E. 
HUGHES, and started from Bannu en route to Kohat, 
Peshawar, etc. He was sickly and travelled in a doolie, 
and had only proceeded about 1§ miles from Bannu 
when he was fired upon by some Waziri robbers. The 
doolie bearers ran away, as also did the Folice sowars 
with him, and while trying to get out of his doolie he 
was cut down and killed by the Waziris. 


On October 19th, 1858, two guns marched from 
Bannu to Lahore, where they remained 14 days to 
equip, and then went on to Cawnpore; stayed there two 
months, and marched to Calpee and all about Bundel- 
cund, but could not do much on account of the number 
of ravines. Returned to Bannu in July 1859. 


The Battery marched from Bannu in course of relief 
on January 24th, 1860, and arrived at Dera Ismail 
Khan on January 29th, 1860. 


The expedition against the Mahsud Waziris started 
on 18th April 1860; two guns ordered to be held in 
readiness for field service on 28th March 1860. On 
April rith, 1860, the two 24-pr. Howitzers marched 
- without waggons, and on April 14th, 1860, the Brigadier- 
General took command of the Tank Field Force. The

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ammunition was carried on mules and the best horses 
were selected for the teams. Captain HUGHES took 
his guns in horse draught as far as Kanigoorum, the 
Waziri capital, 8,000 feet above sea level. Before the 
force arrived at Kanigoorum, and while it was divided, 
part being under General CHAMBERLAIN and the 
remainder under Colonel H. LUMSDEN at Poloosin, 
the latter part was attacked vigorously before daybreak 
by the Waziris who rushed into camp and commenced 
cutting men and horses down before anything could be 
done. The Officers of Nos. 2 and 3 Batteries fell their 
men in at the guns as they stood in the Park, and did 
considerable execution with canister. Some men were 
wounded in hand-to-hand fight close to the guns, and 
several horses were badly cut that they had to be 
destroyed. 


The Battery afterwards took part in the storming of 
the Barari Gorge before entering Kanigoorum. 


On September 15th, 1860, Captain HUGHES, 
being about to proceed to Bombay for furlough to 
Europe, made over command of the Battary to Lieute- 
nant A. WALKER. 


On October 7th, 1860, Lieutenant W. B. CUMBER:. 
LAND arrived and took command of the Battery. 


On December 16th, 1860, a Division of the Battery 
was placed under orders for service to march en route to 
Ammer Kheyl under command of Lieutenant 
WALKER ; the Division as above returned to Dera 
Ismail Khan on January 30th, 1861. 


On February 14th, 1861, Lieuteuant W. B. CUM- 
BERLAND left to take command of No. 1 Battery, 
and made over charge to Lieutenant WALKER. 


On March 6th, 1861, Captain A. GILLESPIE, Offi- 
ciating Commandant, joined and took command of the 
Battery. 


On March 28th, 1861, Lieutenant A. WALKER 
having been appointed Commissary of Ordnance, P. F. 
F., was struck otf the strength of the Battery. 


On March 2gth, 1361, Lieutenant A. WALKER, 
Commissary of Ordnance, P. F. F., assumed temporary 
charge of No. 3, vice Captain A. GILLESPIE, appoint- 
ed Commandant of No. 2 Battery. 
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On April 4th, 1861, Lieutenant W. R. CRASTER, 
Officiating Commandant, joined No. 3 Battery, and took 
over command from Lieutenant A. WALKER. 


On October 17th, 1861, Lieutenant JAMES joined 
the Battery, having been posted as Doing Duty Officer— 
(G. O. G. G.,) No. 566, dated 28th June 1861. 


The Battery marched from Dera Ismail Khan in 
course of relief to Kohat on November 25th, 1862, and 
arrived there on December goth, 1862. 


Captain T. E. HUGHES, Commanding No. 3 
Battery, transferred to the Command of the Peshawar 
Mountain Battery. and Captain T. H. SALT appointed 
Commandant of No. 3, joined Januaty 28th, 1863. 


Punjab ‘Gazette No. 18, dated 23rd January 1863. 


On September sth, 1863, the right half Battery 
marched from Kohat under Captain SALT en route to 
Hoti Murdan for the Eusufzai expedition. The detach- 
ment joined the force under Colonel WILD on the 13th 
September 1863, at Bhum Kheyl; the expedition ter- 
minated in the fighting in the Ambeyla pass and in the 
burning of the village of Lallu and Ambeyla. 


Camp Nawakilla, dated 18th October 1863.—Lieute- 
nant A. CONOLLY appointed temporarily a paid Doing 
Duty Officer with No. 3 Battery with effect from the 
16th October 1863, the date of his joining the half 
battery on service. 


On 2nd January 1864, the right half Battery rejoined 
at Kohat from the Eusufzai expedition. 


G. O. G. G. No. 605 of 1864, and Punjab Gazette, 
dated 3rd August 1864.

On the 24th October 1871, two 24-pr. Howitzers and 
two Mountain guns marched en route to Ghirni, arriviny 
on 28th October 1871, for the purpose of guarding the 
building of a post ; the Battery returned to Dera Ismail 
Khan on 25th December 1871. 


Captain J. CHARLES reported his arrival on 22nd 
December 1871, and took over command of the Battery 
on ist January 1872, vice Captain ABBOTT proceeded 
on sick leave to Eurcpe. 
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The Battery marched on the 18th January 1872 from 
Dera Ismail Khan in course of relief to Bannu, arriving 
on the 23rd January 1872, 


On the 6th February 1872, the Battery marched to 
the Dour Valley with a small force under Brigadier- 
General KEYES, C.B. Only the two Howitzers were 
taken. On the 6th February they encamped at Tochi, 
and went on that night to Dour (a very bad road), which 
they reached at 3 P.M. on 7th. 16 rounds were fired 
and the villages burnt, and the Force returned immedi- 
ately to Tochi, arriving at 10-30 P.M. on the 7th. 


Captain J. CHARLES, Officiating Commandant, 
appointed Commandant of the Peshawar Mountain 
Battery in Gusette of India, dated 27th September 1872.

CAMBELL, R.A., proceeding on furlough. Lieutenant 
C. A. MONTANARO to officiate as 2nd Subaltern, vice 
Lieutenant E. A. SMITH—(wide G.O.G. G), No. 975, 
dated 18th October 1878. 


Surgeon W. A. SIMMONDS joined the Battery on 
the rst November 1878, in accordance with demi-official 
No. 140, dated 1st November 1878.

SMITH joined the head-quarters of the Battery at 
Hazar Pir on the 31st December 1878. 


Surgeon A. DUNCAN joined the Battery on the 
31st December 1878. 


The Battery marched from Hazar Pir with a column 
under Major-General F. S. ROBERTS, C.B., V.C., 
on the 2nd January 1879, towards Khost, reaching 
Matoon on the 6th January 1879. 


Action of Matoon on 7th January 1879. Expended 
25 common shells and 17 shrapnel shells. 


The Battery marched with the column on the 27th 
January 1879, from Matoon, and reached Hazar Pir on 
the 31st January 1879. 


The Battery marched on 4th February 1879, from 
Hazar Pir; reached Koorm on 5th; halted there on the 
6th, and left again on the 7th for Habib Killa (Peiwar 
Cantonment), arriving there on the same day.

MONTANARO marched off at 8 A.M. on the 6th 
October 1879, and joined the column forming a covering 
party to a party of the 23rd Pioneers making roads, 


The Centre Division moved off at 11 A.M. and 
formed part of the Brigade which engaged the enemy 
on heights in front of the villages of Charasia, and 
continued in action till 6 P.M., the Left Division joined 
the centre about 12 o'clock in the day. 


The two Divisions bivouacked on the heights over- 
looking Sang-i-Nowaishta during tne night of the 6th 
October. The number of rounds fired during the day 
being 10 common shells and 94 shrapnels.

SMITH, which was in action on the hill overlooking the 
Bala Hissar, the Left Division under Lieutenant C. A. 
MONTANARO being left on the heights taken on 6th 
October. 


The Right Division fired on 8th October, 65 common 
shells and 14 shrapnels. 


Centre Division ordered off at midnight on the 8th 
to join 92nd Foot and 23rd Pioneers on the ridge near 
Bahawali’s tomb for the purpose of opening fire at day- 
break on the oth on the enemy occupying the Asmai 
heights, which, however, were evacuated by the enemy 
during the night of 8th. Centre Division joined the 
head-quarter camp on the oth. The Left Division came 
down from the hill above Bala Hissar on the roth, and 
the Right Division remained there under Lieutenant 
E. A. SMITH and an escort of 5th Gurkhas. 


Centre and Left Division marched on 17th October 
1879, under Brigadier-General H. GOUGH, with a 
small Brigade to open up communications with Ali 
Kheyl and the Shuturgurden, returning to Sherpore on 
November Ist, 1879. 
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On the 1st November the Right Division having 
joined the head-quarters of the Division at Sherpore pre- 
viously, marched with Brigadicr-General MACPHER- 
SON’S Brigade to Butkak; the Centre and Left Divi- 
sions marched out on the 2nd November and proceeded 
with the Brigade through the Koord Kabul Pass and 
Tezern by Baba Esa’s Tomb to the Kabul river. The 
Right and Centre Division crossed the river to Noghlo, 
while the Left Division remained on the right bank at 
Sirohi. Action against the Safis of Tagoo on the roth 
November, who attacked a foreging party. Number of 
rounds fired, 9 common shells and 6 shrapnels. 


The Right Division remained at Lattabund under 
Lieutenant E. A. SMITH from 12th November 1879, 
and the Centre and Left Divisions proceeded to Sher- 
pore, getting there on 17th November 1879. 


Lieutenant W. M- CAMPBELL joined from sick 
leave to England on 20th November 1879. 


The Centre and Left Divisions joined General 
BAKER'S Brigade and marched on gth December 1879, 
via Charasia, Argendeh and Maidan, and back to 
Sherpore on 12th December. Two guns of Left Division 
did good service under Lieutenant C. A. MONTA- 
NARO with the rear-guard on 11th and 12th. The two 
Divisions expended on 11th and 12th, 25 common shells 
and 37 shrapnel shells. 


The Centre and Left Divisions joined General 
RAKER'’S Brigade, and took part in the action on the 
heights near Beni Hissar on 13th December 1879, and 
expended 30 common shells and 103 shrapnel shells. 


Again on 14th December 1879, with General

The 4 guns arrived Peshawar 23rd, halted there to 
take over mobilisation enquipment till 26th and left for 
Nowshera on 27th arriving 28th. At Nowshera the 4 
guns, originally detailed for Lines of Communication, 
were transferred to 3rd Brigade and left for Hoti Murdan, 
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29th March, halted there 30th and marched on 31st and 
ist April to Jalala, 2nd April, Jalala to Sakot 12 miles.

Their retirement lasting from 2 P.M. to 7 P.M., 
was covered by the 2nd Brigade from left bank, the 
Battery coming into action on the left bank at 4-30 P.M., 
and shelling the enemy in villages and sungars on right 
bank at ranges varying from 600 to 1,800. At dusk the 
guns were bivouacked for the night at the bridge head 
and ftted Star Shd'at intervals to prevent the enemy 
rushing the Guides entrenchments on the right bank.

It is noteworthy that the 4 guns No. 2 (Derajat) 
Mountain Battery were the first to cruss the Swat and 
Panjkora rivers and the Janbatai and Lowarai Passes, 
and that the Battery bagpipes were the first ever heard 
in Chitral. 


The only losses suffered during the expedition were 
Y mule drowned in Panjkora, 1 killed bya fall, and 1 
driver died of fever.

No men fell out and there were no casualties among 
the mules. The baggage accompained the guns to 
Thall. The system of draught worked without a hitch: 
The Fort of Saragarhi (Samana) fell on the afternoon of 
12th, the garrison of 25 men of 36th Sikhs being killed 
to a man at their posts. 


At midnight 13th—14th September, the Right and 
Left Sections left Haagu with a force under General Yeat- 
man Biggs and ascended the Samana range 4 Lakka. 
The enemy were driven from 3 successive positions at 
Gagra. Saragarhi, and Gulistan and Fort Gulistan was 
relieved by 12 noon.

On 17th September the Right Section and Head- 
quarters joined the Left Section at Fort Lockhart and 
formed part of the-Samana Force until 14th October. 


On 12th October both Sections were employed on 
the Samana Sak in covering the Chagru Kotal working 
parties. No casualties. 


On 15th October the 6 guns came together for the 
first time permanently since 2nd March 1891, over 64 
years, 


On the constitution of Tirah Expeditionary Force 
on 2nd October 1897, No, 2 (Derajat) Mountain Battery 
was posted to Divisional] ‘Troops, tst Division. 


The Battery concentrated at Hangu on 15th October, 
the Centre Section arriving from Sada on 14th and the 
Right and Left Sections from Fort Lockhart on 15th and 
marched to Shinawari on 21st October and to Karappa 
on 25th October. (2 Res. Ammunition mules wound- 
ed.) 


Reconnaissance, 7 AM. to 4 P.M. (Gr. LAL 
KHAN wounded). These casualties are notable as 
being the first experienced by the Battery in Expedi- 
tions 1888—1891, (2) 1895 and 1897 (to this date).

On 8th November 6 Ring and 16 Shrapnel were 
expended in covering foraging parties, and 12 Ring and 
10 Shrapnel on sith November during a Reconnais- 
sance towards Saran Sar. Casualty :—1 Ordance mule 
wounded. 


On 18th November the Battery moved with the 2nd 
Brigade to Bagh and was engaged in the defence of 
Picquet Hill from 11 A.M, to 5 P.M. 


The enemy pressed to within 300 yards of the Left 
Section in front and 200 yards on its right flank. 
Casualties--2 Grs. killed; Gr. wounded; 1 Ordnance 
mule wounded ; 1 Bag. mule killed, 
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Captain PARKER, Lientenant BRETT, and 


Lieutenant ROBINSON touched by bullets without 
being wounded. 


On 19th November, 2 Shrapnel expended in Re- 
connaissance. 


On 27th November the Battery left Bagh with the 
2nd Column of the 2nd Brigade to cross the Kahu 
Darra Pass and unite with the Kurrum Column from 
Sada, to operate against the Chamkanis. Lieutenant 
WYATT, (F. O.), R.A., was attached to Centre Sec- 
tion, vce Lieutenant S. W. ROBINSON left sick at 
Bagh. - 


The column camped about 3 miles from Bagh and 3 
miles from foot of the Pass. 24 Sharpnel were expended 
during the day. No casualties. 


On 28th the column moved to the foot of the Pass 
and being blocked by the baggage of the rst Column, 
camped. Enemy followed up. 6 Ring and 29 Shrap- 
nel expended, « Ordnance mule killed. 


On 29th November the column crossed the Pass, the 
Battery and 4 Companies, 19th (Yorkshires), forming 
the rear-guard. The column baggage was blocked 
at the foot of the Pass until 4 P.M., and the battery, 
working by Sections, was engaged from 7 A.M. to 
6 P.M., in holding off the enemy from the Baggage. 
Early in the day the Centre Section had at one time 
one gun firing to right front and one to left rear, the 
enemy holding the wooded heights at mouth of and on 
both sides of the Pass. Subsequently the Centre 
Section was in action at the foot of the Pass from 
10 A.M. to 4 P.M, the enemy being at ranges of 
5co in front, and to right and left front, sharp-shooting 
from the woods. At 1: P.M. Lieutenant F. O 
WYATT was wounded in the arm, but continued to do 
duty with his Section. At 4 P.M. when limbering up 
three men earned the Order of Merit for bringing away 
a wounded follower. 


By 6 P.M. the last Section (Right) ceased fire and 
limbered up and the Battery crossed the summit of 
the Pass at 7 P.M., with the rear-guard, reaching 
Camp at Dargai (Mamuzai country) at the foot of the

A good deal 
of transport was lost, and the rear guard had to return 
to Kila Drosh. The ‘Field Hospital under Lieutenant 
NEWLAND, I.M.S., remained on the top of the pass, 
and owing to that officer’s efforts was got back to Ziarat 
eventually ; where they remained until relieved by the 
Right Section under Lieutenant TOPPIN. The sick 
received blankets and food, which the Right Section 
had brought ; were mounted on mules, and brought 
back to Drosh. 


Lieutenant TOPPIN started with every available 
mule at 2 P.M. by request of the O. C., Drosh, 4 miles out 
he met the rear guard, who informed him that the sick 
were at Ziarat without rations. He returned to Drosh, 
and got leave to go to Ziarat with blankets, rum, food, 
etc. that night. The sick had all reached Drosh bv 
4-30 PM. the next day. The march was performed in 
snow and rain, 44 miles in 264 hours. 

The Left Section marched into Nowshera on 5th 
November 1907.

On tith February 1908, Captain DESAUSMAREZ, 
with the Centre and Left Sections, under Lieutenants 
ROBERTSON-GLASGOW and CARWITHEN tes- 
pectively, left for Peshawar, where the battery was 
attached to the 1st Brigade Bazar Valiey Field Force, 
under Brigadier-General ANDERSON, C.B. The 2nd 
Brigade was under the command of Major-General 
BARRETT, C.B., the Field Force being under the 
orders of Major-General Sir J. WILLCOCKS, K.C.M.G., 
C.B., D.S.O. 


On 14th February the Freld Force reached Ali 
Masjid. 

On 15th February the 2nd Brigade reached Walai, 
the «st Brigade with which the Battery marched, 
reached Chora. 


On 16th February the Battery and 53rd Sikhs 
marched to Walai. On arrival in camp, the Battery was 
ordered out to join two guns of No. 3 N. B., R.G. A., to 
support the Seaforth Highlanders andthe 45th Sikhs 
in the attack on a hill held by the enemy. Fired 50 
Shrapnel. 


On 18th February, the 2nd Brigade went out to 
destroy China Village. The Left Section on a hill to 
the N.-W. of Camp helped to cover retirement. The 
enemy pressed home their counter-attack, and the Sec- 
tiun was fired on before withdrawal. As there was no 
escort or other troops near, except a Gurkha picquet, L. 
Nk. FIROZ KHAN with five gunners, was sent on 
toa ridge, about 200-300 yds. to the guns’ right front 
and they, with carbine fire, prevented the enemy from 
creeping up close. 


Fired 51 Shrapnel. 


On t1oth February the Battery went with the rst 
Brigade to continue the demolition of China village. 
The enemy came on during the retirement but not so 
eagerly as on the previous day. Before the last two 
guns of the battery retired they were ftred on from a 
tower about 900 yds. on their left flank. 


On 20th February the Battery went with a force 
under General ANDERSON to demolish a village on

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the North’of China Hill. The Centre Section went up 
to a'ikotal, and effectively shelled Halwai village, at a 
range of 3,600 yds. Only one round of percussion and 
four rounds of Time Shrapnel were fired, but it was 
reported that two of the enemy were killed. At this 
range common shell appear to range about 100—150 
yards further than Shrapnel, Retirement easy. 


On 21st February both Brigades attacked Halwai. 
2nd Brigade from the East and ist Brigade across the 
China Hill from the North. The Battery supported the 
Infantry attack, shelling first Halwai village, and after- 
wards the heights around. Moving in a westerly direc- 
tion the Battery again came into action and was fired 
on from the rear. Centre Section limbered up, and 
advanced to the cover of a nullah. Right Section guns 
were turned round, and fired, but no enemy was visible. 
Dr. MANGAL SINGH of the Centre Section was 
slightly wounded after the Centre Section guns had 
limbered up. During the retirement the enemy came 
on more boldly than on the last two days, pressing on 
both flanks, especially on the right flank, where a 
picquet of the 28th Punjabis on the China Hill was 
somewhat severely handled. The assistance rendered 
by the fire of the Centre Section, enabled them to 
retire without further casualties, carrying off their 


wounded. 


On 22nd February the Battery took over from No. 3 
M. B., R.G. A., t19 rounds of Shrapnel, thus making up 
ihe ammunition in hand to 187 rounds of Shrapnel, 13 
Common and 16 Star. 


On 23rd February the Battery went out with the 
ist Brigade to complete the demolition of China. 120 
rounds of Shrapnel were fired, some at long range. 
The enemy was apparently far less eager than before, 
and there was practically no following up of the retire- 


ment. 


On 24th February the Battery took over 136 
Shrapnel and 8 Common from Captain PHIPPS, No 
3, M.B.,R. G.A., who had brought it up from Ali 
Masjid together with ammunition for his own Battery, 
on mules sent down with empty boxes from both 


Batteries. 
On 27th February, 261 rounds of Shrapnel and 12 


rounds of Common were taken over from an Ammuni- 
ticn Column, which came up from Ali Masjid, 
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On 29th February the 2nd Brigade marched to 
Ali Masjid; the rst Brigade under General AN DER- 
SON, with the two Mountain Batteries, remained 
behind to cover the retirement. No. 3 M. B. took up 
a position about 24 miles from camp, on the far side 
(east) of the Tsarkanni Tangi. The D. M. B. was in 
position on a small hill near their camp at Walai. 
When the picquets began to retire, the sections were 
retired alternately, until the whole Battery was in 
position behind the British Battery. None of the enemy 
followed up, and the retirement was made to Chora 
without a shot being fired. 


On Ist March the 1st Brigade marched to Ali 
Masjid, picquetting the hills most of the way, and after 
a short halt at that place, all units marched to Jamrud, 
independently. The guns were retired in similar 
fashion to the previous day, No, 3 M. B. being with the 
advanced guard, the D. M. B. with the rear-guard. __ 


On 2nd March the Field Force marched to 
Peshawar. _ 


On 3rd March, the battery marched in advance 
of the 2nd Brigade tc Nowshera. 


Captain DESAUSMAREZ proceeded on 8 months’ 
combined leave from 24th March 1908. 


On Monday, April 2oth, the G. O. C., Nowshera, was 
ordered to send up reinforcements to the Abazai-Shab- 
kadar Frontier, as the Mohmands were being trouble- 
some. Accordingly at 5 P.M. the Centre Section received 
orders to march to Peshawar); they marched at 9-20 
P.M. under Lieutenant ROBERTSON-GLASGOW, 
with Lieutenant LITTLE and Jemadar WASAN 
SINGH, arriving at Peshawar at 6-45 A.M. on the 21st. 


At 2 A.M. on 23rd, the section marched with 18th: 
Battery, R. F. A., to Shabkadar (184 miles) where it 
bivouacked, and next day took part in a Reconnaissance 
under General SIR J. WILLCOCKS. The enemy 
were present in large numbers, but their real strength 
was opposed to a 2nd Column under General ANDER- 
SON. The section fired 67 Shrapnel ; Casualties, rf. 

On 25th the force went out in the same direction, 
but no enemy were seen. 

On 26th a Mobile Column (1 squadron 21st Cav. 
F.F., 1 Section D. M. B., 500 Guides Infantry, 200 54th 


Sikhs) was formed at Camp Jungli Bourg. 14 mile, from 
Shabkadar.

As Lieutenant J. P. DOYLE was proceeding towards 
MNASI to carry out a reconnaissance he was attacked 
by an unknown German Force and his escort dispers- 
ed, his orderly Gunner HASHAM KHAN being 
killed. Lieutenant DOYLE succeeded later in reaching 
MNASI. 


Battery halted at RUMBO. All movements of the 
Battery during this month were made under very 
difficult conditions, all the transport being untrain- 
ed Porters of the KAVIRONDO TRIBES. At 
CHIMERA the equipment had to be carried over a 
river spanned by a suspension bridge made of bamboo 
and wire, this was successfully accomplished after a lot 
of hard work. At RUMBO the Battery was in a peri- 
meter camp about 14 miles from the enemy position, 
with the following units :—qgoth PATHANS, GOLD 
COAST REGIMENT, and the 2/2nd KING’S 
AFRICAN RIFLES. There was periodical sniping 
and the Battery was called upon to bombard the enemy 
position to cover a reconnaissance in force, enemy posi- 
tion was difficult to locate owing to the dense bush. 


Lieutenant G. HEMSIJ.EY, R.A., joined on the 27th. 


Battery halted at RUMBO. On the 18th an attack 
was made on the enemy position and the Battery in 
conjunction with the GOLD COAST BATTERY 
shelled the enemy’s camp. The result being that the 
enemy moved his position back over the NGUARA 
RIVER. 


Still at RUMBO. During the whole of this month 
the Battery was engaged in training remount mules, of 
whom 251 had been received from SOUTH AFRICA. 
On the 13th one Centre Section Gun, which had been 
brought back from SOUTH AFRICA was taken over 
for training and the other was taken over from the 
Ammunition Column for the same purpose and the 
Battery again became a 6 Gun Unit. 


On the 23rd Major. G. V. DREYER, R.A,, 31st

July was a month of real hardship for officers, men

days all the Subalterns were away sick.

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1/3rd K. A. Rifles, the whole under the command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel HULSBERG, D.S.O., 129th 
BALUCHIS. The column reached MASURAS

The column marched again at 3-0 A.M. The guns 
came into action at 5-40 A.M. and lines were laid on a 
magnetic bearing of 160 degrees, Major G. V. DREYER 
went forward as F.O.O. Enemy opened fire at 5-50 
A.M. and the guns replied at a range of 1.400 yards, A 
further advance was made across a shamba and up a 
nullah by the infantry when the enemy’s main position 
was met with. The F.O.O. now established himself 
in the firing line which was only 170 yards from the 
enemy trenches and shelled the trenches at a range of 
3,600 yards at gun-fire. About 7-20 A.M. the F.O O. 
reported by telephone that the enemy were moving 
round our left flank, shortly afterwards they broke in on 
the left about 800 yards behind the firing line and 
destroyed battalion Head-quarters, in ignorance of this 
and being unable to get into touch with any other B.Os. 
Major DREYER took charge and brought the 
regiment out of action at I-15 A.M. under orders 
received from O. C. Force, hostile fire by now kad been 
beaten down, but unfortunately the reserve had all been 
used up by Captain GASKELL, 69th PUNJABIS 
(who had been killed) and who had not informed anyone 
about the Reserve. A slow retirement was made for 
about 600 yards and the grass then set alight to burn 
out the hostile position, this was accomplished. The 
retirement was then continued to the gun position 
and a halt made for 44 hours to bury our dead. The 
force then returned to MSSINDY. 


Centre Section under Second-Lieutenant R. W. 
CARRIGAN. M.C., R.A., with Second-Lieutenant H. 
BASTOW, R.A. and Jemadar JAGAT SINGH, march- 
ed with a force under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel FITZGERALD. 1/3rd K.A.R. and took up a 
position on the LUNGO road about 5 miles from 
MSSINDY. 


The section moved to LUNGO. 


The section returned to MSSINDY and rejoined 
the battery.

Three very determined attempts were made 
by the enemy to break through, but all were beaten 
back, battery firing at ranges of 1,300 to 1,700 yards. 


Marched to bivouac near NDESSA CHIN A 
considerable amount of baggage,was captured at this 
post. 


At this place the 
Mules, who were in a pitiable condition, having marched 
and bivouacked for 67 hours without water were given 
their first drink, all the water in the pakhals was taken 
and the O.Cs. of the 129th BALUCHIS, 1/3rd and 2/3rd 
K.A.Rs. gave their reserve water, this with a small 
amount raised by digging allowed them to have half a 
gallon each.

position until the evening, inflicting several casualties 
on the 4/4th K.A.Ks. who were attacking. Battery 
had one gun porter killed. 


About 3. A.M. a stampede of porters was stopped by 
the mules, the porters ran into the mule lines and were 
very 1oughly handled by them. The Battery advanced 
about 44 miles with KARTUCOL, opposed as usual by 
an enemy rear-guard. 


Battery entered MWALIA and camped near the 
old Portuguese Fort.

On the 1st of May the Battery co-operated with 
KARTUCOL in the attack on KORONYJI. - Lieutenant 
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W. N. OGILVIE went forward with the frontal attack 
as F.O,O. and Lieutenant A. MACGREGOR as F.O.O. 
with the flank attack, the enemy's position, including von 
KOHL’S Head-quarters was bombarded with satisfactory 
results. At about 5-0 P.M. the Battery received orders 
to proceed to camp about one mile from KORONJ]I, 
thev had just moved clear of the position and were 
proceeding through the long grass and bamboos, in 
column of sub-sections when the enemy opened a heavy 
fire from two machine guns and about 50 rifles at a 
rane of 100 yards on the rear sub-section, inflicting the 
following casavities:— Personnel, killed, 7; wounded 7 ; 
mules killed, 11; wounded, 8; missing, 5; material 
losses, 18 rounds of gun ammunition. 


During the attack the breech mule bolted towards 
the enemy and was killed, the breech was gallantly 
retrieved by Staff-Sergeant Fitter E. MASON assisted 
by Nk. NARYAN SINGH and Gunner MAJHI 
KHAN. The former was awarded the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal and the other two received a mention 
in despatches. 


Subedar SANTA SINGH realising what had 
happened, now turned off the remainder of the mules in 
rear and with an escort of gunners moved them round 
the left flank clear of the enemy’s fire, the action taken 
by the Subedar undoubtedly saved the remainder of the 
mules, the enemy retired about half an hour later and 
the battery moved to camp and rejoined the column.
